The gas and rubber used by the baseball clubs of the NelleLe 
and NeAeLe olwbe in their private owned busses is just a drop in 
the buckete

This season the two Hegro baseball leagues has set up their 
own agencies. Which will deal direct with tho Army and Navy Relief 
at Washington DeC. the Leagues has gone on record to give one benefit 
game in each league city in addition to an all star game between 
picked teams ofthe NeNeLe and Nehele

bought on that he ans of the receipts of the game will be given 
to the clubs in liew of oash and each player's salary for the day 
will paid in bonds or war stamps.
